INTERVIEWING THE DOCTORS. 

11:30 p.m.~—In an interview with a 
representative of the Associated Press 
at 10 o’ clock to-night Dr. Blius 
said that the president had, generally speaking, 
avery quiet and comfortable day. There has 
been no recur:ence of rigor and up to3p.m the 
patient was entirely free from fever. At that 
hour, however, the daily febrile rise began and 
continued until the evening examination, when 
his pulse reached about its maximum of 110 
beats and the temperature a height of 101-8 de~ 
grees. Since then both haveslowly but steadily 
fallen. This febrile rise is the usual afternoon 
fever which the patient had all of last week and 
although it is a littl #=more_ strongly 
marked to-day than it was previously to 
the formation of the pus cavity on Sasurday, it 
does not in the judgment of the surgeons point 
to any new disturbance or indicate any unfa-~ 
vorable change. It will probably subside en- 
tirely before midnight. The nourishment to-day 
consisted of milk, beef extract and a little 
toast and was sufficient in quanti- 
ty to fully maintain the patients strength. 
No anodynes were administered through 
theday, but the usual hypodermic injection of 
about one-eighth of a giain of sulphate of mor- 
phia was given after the dressing of the wound 
thisevening. There has been a fairly copious 
discharge Of pus from the new incision made by 
Dr, Agnew yesterday, and its character has been 
perfectly healthy. About two anda half table 
spoonsful were obtained, when the wound 
was dressed this morning and an equal quantity 
to-night, besides that taken up by absorbant cot- 
ton during the day. A slight pressure upon the 
front wall of the abdomen increases the outflow, 
and for that reason the amount discharged dur 
ing the examinations is much greater than that 
which flows out naturally in the intervening 
intervals of time. The track of the 
ball - is now open to observation, 
through the new incision, as far as 
a point where it passes between the ribs, and 
when the pressure is brought to bedr upon the 
abdomen the pus may be seen welling out 
from the deeper part of the wound. Communi- 
cation between the mouth of the old wound and 
that of the new incision is still 
maintained by means of the drain- 
age tube which passes in through 
onejand out through the other and which at 
every examination is cleared ofthe pus bya 
stream of carbolized water from a fountain 
syringe. In replytoa question Dr. Bliss said 
that there isa possibility of a formation of an- 
other pus cavity, although there is no reason at 
present t expect it, because the discharge is now 
free and uninterrupted. Should, however, 
another cavity form its existence would 
be at once indicated by a general constitutional 
disturbance which it would cause. There is no 
danger, he said, of the formation of a pus cavity 
without an accompaniment of the warning 
symptoms, such as a haggard and de- 
pressed expression of the face, rigor 
and greatly increased fever, these symptoms 
would at once show the nature of the disturbing 
influence. Upon being asked whether blood 
could become poisoned by reabsorption of pus 
from the hidden dnd inclosed cayity, Dr. Bliss 
said: Healthy pus is not taken by blood; cannot

& symptom of pywmia, and the period during 
which that complication is likely to occur is 
now nearly past.

The brown-cheeked, grey-bearded old gentle-

During the storm Wednesday evening, and 
while some hands were at work in the same field, 
lightning struck the tree and setiton fire, Faulk- 
ner sent his men to pick up the brush to keep the 
fire from reaching his fences, In less than half 
an hour the men heard a terrific explosion in the 
tree, and, with some fear, they searched for the 
cause. They found that the tree had 
been shattered by a shell, and 
they picked up pieces of the shell that 
had torn through the bushes near by. Theshell 
lodged in the tree during the war, but no one 
knew it wasthere.

Oh, yes; Richmond has many points of 
interest in connection with the war; but, as you 
see, this is now a driving business city, and the 
people here rarely think of things of the kind.’’ 

A GLIMPSE AT LIBBY, 

Such an entertaining talker did the veteran 
prove himself to be that the sun began to whiten 
the Doric columns of the capitol before I was 
fairly started, and, upon invitation of my inter~ 
locutor,on pur way to the Williamsburg road 
and Seven Pines battle field. Passing out Main 


street the placard ‘Washington and Lafayette’s 


head uarters’’ on a small stone house, with revo- 
lutionary slant of roof, caused a halt, but an ob~ 
ject of keener interest sat in plain sight a equare 
below on the James, and thither we went. This 
was Libby prison, a squat building of 
brick, an tgly warehouse sort of a place, 
the top of which looked hot, even in the 
early morning fun. The prison walis 
are full of windows, but they are traversed with 
cobwebs of iron, and the whole mass is so low- 
pitched and altogether so suggestive of a toad that 
its removal would be the taking away of what 
appeared to me to bean eyesore. Yet the sign, 
“The Southdrn Fertilizer Company,’’ over one of 
its doorways, and the passing to and froon the 
wharf near by of sweating stevedores, who puffed 
their pipes and cracked their jokes, serves to 
bring the mid away from the past, and all feel- 
ing is lost 1n the common-place of the street. 


RICHMOND IS FULL OF THINGS 
to make one tarry, and what with stopping at the 
federal cemetery, on Williamsburg road, where 
842 known ahd 6,542 unknown union soldiers lie 
in grass plats, dotted with blocks of granite and 
fringed with flowers, it got to be 9 o’clock before 
we approached the battle field, seven miles east 
of the city. 'We moved in a slow jog, for the road 
issandy. Aswe neared the place of interest I 
thought there must be more like seven million 
than seven pineson the battle field. The pines 
grow in thick woods,and upon their smooth brown 
shatters, covering the ground beneath them, 
the sun glistens all day long. The fields are level, 
and now mostly fallow. By the roadside are small 
trees and bushes, and within sight of Seven Pines 
we sniffed air laden with the perfumeof wild 
roses that nodded pleasantly on either hand, 
SEVEN PINES AND SEVEN CEDARS, 
At the point whither we were bound a flag 
Hoated above a grove of maples, and, coming to 
the nine-mile road, we found ourselves in front of 
the national cemetery, sround which is the ham- 
let of Seven Pines, The first thing that one looks 
closely atisia row of small healthy pines, seven 
in number, that stand along the cemetery wall. 
Ww he battle was fought,on the last day olf 
— 2, there grew close by this spot seven pine 
brahiches from one stump. Those branches gave 
the locality its name. Now the seven famous 
shoots have disappeared, and not so much as the 
roots are discoverable. But nine years ago Store- 
keeper Lyne brought seven little pines from the 
woods and planted them where they now thrive, 
nut-brown and scaly of trunk and dark green of 
foliage. Seyen cedars line the other side of the 
road directly opposite, and, strange to say, seven 
houses, clustering around, make up the little vil- 
lage of Seven Pines. It is another case of 
‘‘WE ARE SEVEN’’— 
the sad story that all of us used to read in our 
sing song way iu the school books of long ago. 
None but union soldiers were buried in the ceme- 
tery, which contains the bones of i,857 men, of 
whom only 150 are known by name. It is nicely 
kept and everything about the place, trom 
Keeper Barrows’s lodge to the farther edge of the 
acre and a quarter grass plat, is trim and neat. 
Athedge ruts around the inclosure and besides 
the pines the grove contains many maple and 
cedar trees.| Roses, pinks, geraniums, lilacs, and 
the spirea bloom among the graves while what 
the superintendent's mother called “the devil’s 
walking sti¢k’’ stands sentry near the gate. The 
visitor feels Uke rolling in the grass and making 
a feast of the pretty picture. The air is cool and 
fragrant. Loveliness hangs about the spot. 


BONES UNDER THE BLACKBERRY BRIERS, 
But whatia contrast when, under the guidance 
of an obliging neighbor, one walks a few hundred 
yards up the Williamsburg road, crosses a corn- 
field, and suddenly trips overa skeleton hand 
thrust out from a patch of briers! The friends of 
the men who rest below the blossoms there in the 
cemetery won; the men who lie under the briars 
here in the field lost. The first is victory; the 
last, defeat, Death came to the victims of both, 
but in this field is death with desolation. The 
neighbors say that the bones of about two hun- 
dred southérn soldiers remain in this field, a part 
of the Tigneror Twin house property, now oc- 
cupied by Farmer R.H. Kuhn. When, on the 
3ist of May, Johnston beat Casey back upon 
Couch and split the latter’s division in 
twain it was not until the attacking thousands 
had suffered severely. A Georgia regiment that 
swept past the Tigner farm-house, came ata 
double-quick and with fierce energy, down upon 
Casey’s left. They were met by volley after yol- 
ley, and quite two hundred since that day have 
slept in the field which they entered with such 
stern frontand brave strides..

FOREIGN FLASHES. 


The Barial of Dean Stanliey—A Dyna- 
mite Discovery. 


LONDON, July 25.—The Liverpool correspondent 
of the press association says it has been for some 
time suspected that considerable traffic in explos 
sives had been carried on between America and 
England. Recently a barrel, purporting to con~ 
tain cement, from the Cunard steamer, Malta, 
was opened by the custom officials, and six zinc 
boxes were discovered contaluing clock-work 
infernal machines prepared with dynamite. One 
of the machines was forwarded to Sir William 
Harcourt. A few days afterward a barrel con- 
taining six more machines was found on board 
the Bavarian. It is stated that in some ofthe bar- 
rels billheads bearing O’Donovan Rossa’s name 
were found. 

The Liverpool correspondent of the Daily Tel- 
egraph says, the police believe the story about 
the diseovery of infernal machines in barrels 
purporting to contain cement from America ‘o be 
a hoax. Abother correspondent says the infor- 
mation about the clock<work dynamite infernal 
machines received by steamers from America is 
correct, but the authorities are very reticent re- 
garding the matter. ; 
In the house of commons to-day Sir Wm. VY. 
Harcourt, home secretary, replyivg to Viscount 
Sandoin. conservative, said the report of the dis- 
covery of the infernal machines at Liverpool was 
substantially correct. He said that the house 
officers, on the arrbval of the vessels referred to 
in the report had sent two detectives to Liverpool 
and that six were discovered 
in one vessel, and fourin the other. The home 
secretary further stated that more than three 
weeks ago, the government was informed of the 
consignments from America to England of infer- 
nal machines, The names of the vessels being 
given, investigations to discover the originators 
of the conspiracies, he said, are proceeding 
here and in America. He believed 
that conspiracies were connected with the averred 
prospects of the Fenian press in erica He 
concluded as follows. “It is my fi belief that 
the American government is as dcsirOws as the 
English government to suppress such cri i

Sir William Harcourt stated that each machine 
contained eleven cartridges, of which each was 
charged with nitro glycerine and a compound of 
the nature of, and similarto, guncotton. One of 
the supposed cement barrels had, in all, fourt.en 
pounds of the dangerous explosive matter in it, 
and it is impossible to estimate the fatal 
effect of eveu au accidental concussion uron such 
amass. The government, he said, are employin 
every resource to discover the consignors an 
cousignees of the machines, haviug ouly received 
the warning a few hours before the steamers 
arrived at Liverpool. For the last nine months, 
threats of such outrages 
appeared in the Fenian

the assassination was the ress. England had 
shown in case of the Freiheit that she was capa 
ble and ready to deal with criminals no less in 
our interest than that of foreign states, and it 
was the duty of every civilized government to Co- 
operate in putting down with a strong hand 
these nefariousattempts.

Money to Loan 

AT RATES THAT BEAT FIFTY-FOUR PER CENT 
Commissioner Henderson publishes as an offi- 
cial fact the statement that the farmers paid an 
average of fifty~four per cent usury on the sup- 
plies with which they run their farms. 

More than a year ago THE CONSTITUTION de- 
ploged the fact that the land of the farmer gave 
him no credit further than that offered by the 
commission merchant who advanced him sup- 
plies on the strength of his land and crop, and 
added an enormous per cent to the price of 
everything furnished. We said then that no 
farmer could live and pay such rates, but we 
never dreamed thatthe average was so high as 
Commissioner Henderson maxes it. 

We argued then that the need of the south was 
capital that would consider farming land a safe 
risk and worthy of a low rate of interest. Weare 
glad to be able to say that at last the tide has 
turned this way and capital for this sort of work 
is coming in. 

Messrs, Nelson, Barker & Co., a firm represent- 
ing large amounts of capital, have opened head- 
quarters now for the purpose of lending money 
on farms, These gentlemen say that they were 
brought to Georgia primarily by Mr. Fontaine, 
the commissioner of agriculture, who first laid 
the matter before them and convinced them of 
the need there was for such a thing here. 

“Bat.’’ said Mr. Barker, ‘°THE CONSTITUTION 
basa great deal to do with our coming and 
and has much more to do with our getting capital 
here.”’ 

“Did you have trouble getting your principals 
to come here?’ 

“Yes. There has been a prejudice against the 
south, and while we have placed millions in the 
west during the past few years. we find it impos- 
sible to get any one to send capital south. lt was 
not considered safe. At last, however, we suc- 
ceeded, and we now have practically unlimited 
money.”’ 

‘What are the plans of your loans’”’’ 

‘‘We have two sets of principals. First, we rep- 
resent capital for loan on city real estate—for this 
we charge 8 per cent per num, We then 
have money to loan on farms—for this we charge 
7 per cent perannum. We usually loan to the 
amount of one-third or one-half of the value of 
the proporty loaned on,and usually for five years’ 
time. Weloan eitheron mortgage or deed, and 
will loan all that is applied for.”’ 

‘Have you made any actual loans as yet?”’ 

‘‘We have hardly got fairly started, but have 
already loaned outover $100,000 incash. We 
hope to beable to placea million within the 
next few months. We have just established 
local agents in twelve cities in the state, such as 
Athens, Rone, Griffin, etc., and advertised 
in the local papers, We assume that as soon as 
these get to work we will havea number of ap. 
plications from each of our agents. As soon as 
we get these fairly to work we shall cover new 
ground and shall soon operate in every county in 
the state.’’ 

This firm, as we learn, is one of the most prom- 
inent of those that for several years has been 
operating in the west. Fifteen years ago there 
was a crying demand for money from the farmers 
of the west, and a company was started in Bos- 
ton for the purpose of offering loans at 7 percent 
en rurallands. This company was soon followed 
by others, and all the capital needed was fur- 
nisned, 

Having been in the business for years, Messrs. 
Nelson, Barker & Co. have many principals. The 
money for loan on farms is furnished principally 
by the Corbin banking company, of New York, 
at the head of which is Austin Corbin, who owns 
the Manhattan beach property, and who forbade 
the Jews that resort some time ago. This com- 
pany has some connection, we believe, with the 
Angio-American mortgage company (limited), of 
London, and much of the money they use is 
English money. The company now has about 
$35,000,000 loaned on New York 
and western lands. The money 
for city loans comes from various parties, among 
whom are Chief Justice Folger,of New York; 
Professor Wharton, the great law book writer, 
and a™hundred others, a list of whom is pub- 
lished, and to any one Of whom Messrs. 
Nelson & Barker refer. 

It will be remembered thata year or two ago 
there was a homeand dower association here 
that offered to loan money, secured an ad- 
vance, and sent off applicatious that were never 
returned. referring to make assurance with 
regard to Messrs. N., B & Co., doubly sure, we 
called on Mr. Howell, of Mynatt & Howell, and 
asked concerning them. 

‘We are their lawyers,’ said Mr, Howell, ‘‘and 
are perfecily assured of their integrity and re- 
liability. We investigated their references care- 
fully and found them all right.” 

“Have they actually made any loans?” 

“Yes. They have loaned about $100,000 through 
us. We have never yet indorsed any titles and 
advised a loan that the money was not here in 
fess than a week. They certainly have all the 
money they have had applications for, and I sup~ 
pose they have all the money needed. They meet 
their engage ments promptly. We are now looking 
into several titles for them, and the money wil! be 
ready when we furnish them with an abstract of 
tities.’’ 

Aswe understand it, in addition to the per- 
centage of interest, 7 and 8 per cent, there is a 
commission charged by Messrs. Nelson, Barker & 
Co. for negotiating the loan. What this commis- 
sion is depends on the amount. 

We do not advocate the borrowing of money by 
our farmers or anybody else, but if they will 
borrow money it is much better to take cash at 7 
percent than to buy supplies at 54 per cent ad~

somewhat surprised—the confession isa 
frank one—to find inthis quarter such 
feverish zeal in the interest of the peo- 
ple. As, under all the circumstances, 
such surprise is pardonable, Tur Con- 
STITUTION need not dwell upon it here. 
In the whole history of Georgia, we be- 
lieve, the legislature has never refused 
to grant a charter toa railroad that did 
not ask for extraordinary privileges. It 
has been the fixed policy of the state to 
grant charters to build railroads any- 
where in our territory when. the corpo- 
rators were willing to build without state 
aid, and under the necessary constitu- 
tional restrictions, and we cannot con- 
ceive of anv combination of circum- 
stances that would induce the people to 
change this policy, notwithstanding the 
lame objections made by the opponents 
of this road. 

There is one argument which the op- 
ponents of the new road are said to be 
making to which we desire to call atten- 
tion. They say it would be better to 
force the Cole combination to use the 
State road than to grant the privilege of 
building another line. They insist that 
the proprietors of the Atlanta and Rome 
road can do as the Louisville and Nash- 
ville is now doing—connect their lines 
by using the Western and Atlantic from 
Chattanooga to Atlanta, and save the ex- 
pense of building a superfluous road. 

Truly this is a wonderful argument! 
The Louisville and Nashvills road and its 
connections own a majority interest in 
the State road, and will continue to hold 
it for ten years. President Cole is at 
the head of a competing system, and to 
that system the new line will not by any 
means bea superfluous road. It has 
been demonstrated during the past win- 
ter that the State road cannot do the bus- 
iness that comes over the Louisville and 
Nashville and the Cincinnati Southern 
roads, and freghts were shipped from 
Nashville to Atlanta by way of Mont- 
gomery. Now, what would be the con- 
dition of things should the immense 
amount of freight to be shipped over 
President Cole’s system be turned on the 
State road? It wonld be simply and 
purely impossible for the Western and 
Atlantic to do the business, as it was 
impossible for it tc do the business of 
last winter promptly. Moreover, for the 
ensuing ten years the lessees would reap 
the benefit of this enormous increase of 
traffic and not one cent of the profits 
would go to the people who owned the 
road. 

But we are at a loss to see how the 
construction of the Atlanta and Rome 
road will interfere with the Western and 
Atlantic, even at the end of ten years. 
The business of the country has grown 
to such enormous proportions that it is 
impossible for one road to move all the 
freights that offer at Chattanooga for 
southern and southeastern destinations. 
When the present lease of the State road 
runs out, two syndicates. will stand ready 
to bid for another lease—the Louisville 
and Nashville and the Cincinnati South- 
ern—and also even Colonel Cole’s com- 
pany, which will wish to control both 
lines from Chattanooga. It will be to the 
interest of each of these competing com- 
binations to secure the road, and the fact 
that the Atlanta and Rome line is built

- The legislature of Georgia has granted 

charter after charter for lines that would 

compete with the State road to a greater 

or less degree, but never before has this 

fact been made an objection. The present 

legislature granted a charter tothe Atlan- 
taand Alabama railroad, which clearly 
gives the right to build a branch road to 
Rome. The legislature of 1875 granted a 

charter to build branch roads from the 
Selma, Rome and Dalton road. The Mem- 

phis branch was chartered by the state; 

the Cartersville and Van Wert road was 
chartered by the state, and to both these 

last named roads state aid was given. 

We have never heard of any public dem- 
onstration against these charters; they 

were granted by the legislature and are 
now on the statute book. 

In addition to this, President Foreacre, 

of the Northeastern railroad, is building 

an extension of his road, and will contin- 
weit to Marysville, Tennessee, where he 
will connect with a road running direct- 

ly to Knoxville. -Thus far he has met 
with no opposition from disinterested 
patriots or from the state. It will be 
built, and will be complete with all its 
connections to the west long before the 
lease of the Western and Atlantic ex- 
pires. 

The simple truth of the whole matter 
is just this: To carry out the ar- 
gument employed by the opponents 
of the new line would make 
the State road a curse rather thana 
blessing to our people. The state has no 
more right toa monopoly in railroads 
than an individual. Theeffect would be 
precisely the same. If it is wrong to grant 
a charter to build a line competing with 
the State road, it was wrong to 
grant a chatter to build the Macon and 
Brunswick extension.

If they are denied the right~to connect 
their lines in Georgia, the effect will be 
disastrous. It will impede the progress

Epitors Constir0tTion: The effect which 
the plotting and counterplotting of great 
railroad corporations, for the control of 
freight and travel,is to have upon the 
interests of the whole country, is a question 
well worth the consideration of tne busi- 
ness public of ali classes. In this day of 
new methods for solving the problem, it is 
alittle remarkable thatevery step taken 
in legisiation to saye and protect the public 
from the paralyzing effects of monopolies 
leng enjoyed by railroad companies, is 
sought to be counteracted by these compa- 
nies, by afurther accretion of the very 
powers and practices which first produced 
alarm and suggested restrictive measures. 
A notable resuit of this struggle which is 
even yet in its infancy, is the rapidity 
with which numberless small cor- 
porations are being merged in 
sume of the larger ones, 
thereby placing the railroad system of the 
country under the control and management 
of a few companies. Combinations of cap- 
italists ordinarily adopt their measures 
solely with reference to an increase of that 
capital. It is to be observed, however, that 
love of power is getting to be as strong a 
passion with great railroad magnates as love 
of money. Men of comparatively smal! 
means invest their money on the sugges- 
tions of those who are playinga wild game 
for mere controlling power. is the system

Dr. Haygood Last Night 

Last night the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives was filled with an audience 
composed of Atlanta’s best citizens who 
assembled to listen to an addres by Dr. A. 
G. Haygood, on the temperance question. 
The distinguished speaker was iniroduced 
by Hon. W. J. Northen, of Hancock 
county. He started out ; 
saying that he would deal 
in no dull statistics but would makea sbort, 
plain talk on the living questions in con- 
nection with the temperance cause. He 
would not aitempt to advise the legisia- 
ture because he took it for granted that the 
members would act for the best, if they 
knew what was right in the matter. He 
favored the passage of a law creating a gen- 
eral prohibition except where whisky was 
voted in, and said that he was not sure 
that public sentiment had reached a point 
where a total prohibition law would be ad- 
visable. He was in favor of making druvk- 
enness a misdemeanor, and have it puu 
ished assuch. Speakicg of selling liquor 
to minors he said: ‘‘God help us some day 
to have solicitors, judges and juries brave 
enough and true enough to enforce this jaw.’
